1) The communication filed on 12/08/03 is non-responsive to the prior Office Action mailed 
08/29/03, because claims 25, 27, 28, 31 and 35-39, as amended currently, shift away from the elected 
invention and are now directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally elected. The previously examined claims were drawn to a method of making a composition 
using an enterobacterium OmpA protein. The claims, as amended currently, encompass a method of 
delivering a biologically active substance to antigen presenting cells, which would have been restricted 
from the elected method. The former method is an in vitro process which does not share significant 
steps, parameters and objectives with the currently claimed method of delivery.
